Video poker machines have 
got to go within seven days 
Madison County State’s Attor 
ney William R. Haine warned 
Monday. 

“After seven days, owners of 
the premises face prosecution 
before a grand jury, seizure of 
the devices and will come 
under the scrutiny of the Unit 
ed States attorney. The feder- 
als don't take’ prisoners,”

gambling devices. 

Haine has issued a protocol

Panel OKs 
stiff penalty 


on holdups

Legislation aimed at stiffen 
ing the penalty for robberies 
committed with weapons other 
than guns cleared a hurdle 
Thursday with approval from 















the House Judicial Committee 
Under the bill, proposed by 
state Rep. J Hoffman, 





D-Collinsville, minals who 
commit a robbery with the 
threat of weapons — including 
a knife, club, ax or stun gun — 
would face the same penalty 
as if a gun were used < 

Under the law, only robber- 
ies in which ‘victims are 
threatened with a gun are con- 
sidered “‘aggravated."” Aggra- 
vated robbery is a Class 1 felo- 
ny and carries a mandatory 
sentence of at least four years 


in prison and up to a $10,000 
fine 






























“Whether a victim is threat- 
ened by someone with a kn: fe 
or a gun, the apprehension and 
fear are still the same," Hoff- 
man said. ‘Either way, the 
victim is violated, and this law 
will clear up the technicalities 
behind which criminals can 
hide.” 

The proposed legislation 
stems from a holaup in 
Edwardsville in November 
When a woman who had just 
withdrawn money from an 
automated teller machine at a 
downtown bank was allegedly 
threatened with a knife and 
robbed. 

Lance A Blackmon, 35, of 
Jennings, Mo., was charged 
with robbery. Under the pro- 
Posed law, he would have been 
charged with aggravated rob- 
bery. If a gun is shown ina 
holdup, the charge is armed 
robbe: 

Hoffman’s bill has been sup- 
Ported by Edwardsville Direc- 
tor of Police Bennett Dick- 
mann and Madison County 
State’s Attorney William Haine 
since the day it was roposed 
in December. On T ursday, 
Dickmann said he was pleased 
to see it move a step closer to 
becoming law.

Teens get serious about baby care

Baby, think it over. 

That’s the message staff members at Central 
District 104 in O'Fallon hope to get across to 
their students before they consider having sex 

Tony Ballard and Devon Hundt are taking 
this message to heart : 

Tony and Devon — who are in the eighth 
grade at Central Grade School in O’Fallon par- 
ticipated in the school’s sexual education pro- 
gram recently. 

This year, nearly two-thirds of the school stu 
dents voluntarily took on additional responsibil- 
ity.

“They started trying to sell the station, 
although it didn’t happen for another five or 
six years,"’ he said..‘‘They decided to cut the 
Salaries of Some. of tie jpeople who. were there, 
and T was one of them. 

He then worked part-time at WIL-FM for 
about nine months before moving on to KXOK- 
FM, which briefly held the Blues broadcasting

“After I had worked there for two years, the 
ownership went sour,”’ he said.

If Kiel Center is rocking dur- 
ing a St. Louis Blues’ victory, 
Tom Calhoun is in the middle 
of the action 

The veteran radio broadcast- 
er, now with KTRS, is the 
Blues’ public address announc- 
er. Since taking the job while 
at KMOX more than a decade 
ago, he has called Brett Hull’s 
500th career goal and many 
other memorable moments in 
team history. 

“Charlie Hodges, who had 
been the P.A. announcer, got a 
job with Bud Sports and had to 
quit,’’ Calhoun said. ‘In Janu- 
ary of 1987, I was hired to fill 
in until the end of the season 

“At the end of the season, 
they asked me to do it again 
the next season. One season 
led to another, and it’s turned 
into 11 years. I really enjoy it 
and it’s always fun. It’s an 
interesting part of my life.” 

Situated between the penalty 
boxes, Calhoun has a front-row 
seat for the action on the ice. 
But watching the game is only 
one part of his job. 

“It's changed quite a bit 
ever the years,’’ Calhoun said. 
“The first season, it was just a 
matter of announcing goals 
and penalties, an. occasional 

pronouncement during time 
outs and between periods and 
announcing the groups that 
were at the game. 

“J still do all those things, 
but since we’ve been at the 
Kiel Center, there’s the added 
element of the Jumbotron. I 
wear a headset to listen to the 
technical director, who gives

Like the players and broad- 
casters, Calhoun follows a spe 
cific routine on game nights. 

“I arrive about an hour and 
half before the game and have 
dinner with the off-ice offi- 
cials,”” he said. ‘“They’re my 
buddies at the game — they’ve 
been there since day one 

“T keep my distance from 
the writers and broadcasters. I 
don’t want to approach my job 
as a member of the media, 
even though I am away from 

1 Center. I’m kind of a 
pseudo-official, and a lot of 
things © on in my position. 
I’m _under the direction of the 
NHL, but I’m paid by the 
Blues. At least I can announce 
Blues’ goals with enthusiasm.”’ 

One of Calhoun’s most mem- 
orable nights on the job came 
several years ago, in a St. 
Louis-Detroit game, where 
Blues goaltender Curtis Joseph 
got into a fight with Red Wings 
goaltender Tim Cheveldae. 

“(Red Wings enforcer) Bob 
Probert- was in the penalty 
box, and some guy _ right 
behind the glass where he was 
sitting was giving him a bunch 
of grief,” Calhoun said. “‘Prob- 
ert started climbing the glass 
to go into the crowd, and there 
wasn’t a security guard to be 


seen. 
“So I reached back and 
abbed Probert by the trunks. 
ie looked down at me like

When things calmed down, he 
nudged me and said ‘What 
where you thinking?’ 

“I get a kick out of guys like 
(Blues enforcer) Tony Twist, 
who will really battle with 
somebody and look like they’re 
going to tear their head off. 
But once they’re in the box, 
it's like ‘How are the wife and 
kids?’ or ‘How about a beer 
after the game?’ Fighting is 
just their job. But (the conver- 
sation) isn’t always like that 
Early this year, (Chicago’s) 
Chris Chelios threatened to kill 
Pierre Turgeon.” 

Calhoun’s season’ consists of 
41 regular-season home games, 
several exhibition games and 
usually at least one round of 
playoffs. 

“It’s a lot of fun for me to 
be in the middle of all that,” 
he said. ‘““You get to know peo- 
le that you would not normal- 
iy have an opportunity to. For 
the most part, people in hock- 
ey are real genuine. 

“The job takes away a lot of 
the time I would normally get 
to spend with my family, but 
(Calhoun’s wife) Barb and the 
boys (sons Ian and Stewart) 
get to go to a lot of games. 
Between pedods: they come 
down and hang out with me.”’ 


With the Blues getting off to 
a great start this season — 
and remaining competitive 
despite injuries to key players 
— the crowds at Kiel Center 
have been large and enthusias- 
tic. That wasn’t always the 
case in the last days of the 
Mike Keenan era.

Feasting on new, exciting 
culinary delights is a high- 
light of traveling.

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Saturn SC1 coupe has quieter engine, softer ride 


By Tom Strongman 





While Saturn waits for the development of 
next year’s mid-size sedan, it continues to 
refine the current product. Changes to its 
coupe, sedan and station wagon for 1998 range 
from reduced-force air bags to quieter 
engines, new colors and redesigned optional 
alloy wheels. 

Saturn engineers made several structural 
improvements to the engine block and trans- 
mission case to reduce noise and vibration as 
well as to enhance durability. These changes 
are impressive. I noticed them after only a 
few miles behind the wheel of a light gold SC1 
coupe from the company's press fleet. 
Extraneous mechanical noise has been 
muted, and now the pleasant exhaust note is 
the main thing you hear. 

The 1.9-liter, single-overhead-cam (SOHC), 
four-cylinder engine always has felt robust) 
even though output is listed as 100 horsepow- 
er. Key to its responsiveness is the fact it pro- 
duces maximum torque at 2,400 rpm. Torque 
is the force that turns the wheels, and when 
the maximum is produced at low engine 
speeds, it makes the engine feel bigger than it 
actually is 

An engine tuned this way is the perfect 
mate to an automatic transmission, and the 
one in the Saturn is good. Not only are its 
shifts imperceptible, but it uses "fuzzy logic” 
to calculate when to refrain from shifting, 
such as when you are coasting down a hill or 
slowing for a turn. Relative to the five-speed 
manual, the automatic takes one second 
longer to get to 60 mph and uses fractionally 
more gasoline. But it is so much better in city 
driving it will be the choice of most buyers. 

If you want livelier performance, the up- 
level SC2 coupe has a twin-cam version of 
the same engine. It produces 124 horsepow- 
er, although its maximum torque 
comes at 4,800 rpm, which means it 
has to be revved harder 

While the suspension 
has been tweaked this 
year for a softer ride, the 
SC1 still has a sporty 
character. It sits solidly on 
the road and doesn't 
lean excessively in 
turns Anti-lock 
brakes and traction 
control are worth the 
extra $895 to keep the 
wheels in solid contact 
with the pavement 
during all kinds of 
weather. 

The coupe was com- 
pletely restyled last 
year, and it still looks 
fresh. Built on the 
same 102.4-inch wheel- 
base as the other two 





models, its low nose and high tail give it a pro- 
nounced wedge shape that makes it 
look longer than it really is. 

As with the other 
Saturns, all of the 
coupe‘s body panels 
except the hood, 
roof and trunk 
lid are plastic, 
and they are 
bolted to a 
steel skeleton. 
The recyclable 
plastic body 
panels are rust 
proof, do not dent 
in minor impacts 
and can be be 
removed for service. 

The major change inside is 
the installation of reduced-force air 
bags. Everything else remains the same, 
including large, round gauges housed in a hood 
behind the steering wheel. These instruments 
are excellent because they look expensive and 
are easy to read at a glance 

Saturn's instrument panel is a mixture of soft 
and hard surfaces. The top surface has a soft, 
inviting texture that looks like leather, but the 
pod that holds the radio and heater controls has 
a hard, plastic finish that doesn’t measure up 
to the rest of the dash. The radio and heater are 
crowded into a fairly small space, and that dic- 
tates smaller knobs and sliding “a 
which are not as easy to use as large, 
round knobs.

Council OKs arena bonds, contract

All the hurdles have not been 
cleared, but St. Charles County 
officials took a giant step Fri- 
day toward getting a 10,000- 
seat sports arena built. 

During a~ special 
Friday afternoon, the County 
Council approved two bills 
authorizing county officials to 
issue leasehold bonds financing 
the project and to enter into an 
agreement with J.S. Alberici 
Construction Co. Inc. of St 
Louis to build the arena. 

Plans call for the arena to 
be built by September 1999 on 
a 57-acre site donated by Sta- 
tion Casinos Inc. The United 
Hockey League and Continen- 
tal Basketball Association both 
have-indicated plans to locate 
franchises here and have those 
teams playing in the facility 
next year. 

The arena would be built 
south of St. Charles on land 
located just east of the South 
River Road near Friedens 
Road. Council members said 
they were thrilled that con- 
struction of the arena was 
imminent. With the recent con. 
troversy about urban sprawl 
occurring in St. Charles Coun 

ty, this is something that will 
benefit the entire metropolitan 
area, said Councilman Bill 
Gatewood, R-District 1 

“This is going to be a region- 
al a: ,”’ Gatewood said 

Steve Powell, director of the 
Greater St. Charles Convention 
and Visitors Bureau, said the 
arena would serve as an ame- 
nity not just for local residents 
but for tourists. The arena will 
make St. Charles more of a 
destination point for tourists, 
he said. Supporters of the pro- 
ject have billed the arena as a 
venue for family entertain 
ment. ‘“‘Family entertainment 
is what the CBA is all about,”
